A profit of $3,190.34 on Students' 
Society operations during the ses- 
sion of 1953-54 was announced at a 
Students' Executive Council meet- 
ing held last week. 

Ralph Shackell, secretary-trea- 
surer, said that the profit would 
not have materialized had it not 
ibeen for an anonymous donation 
having been received for Convoca- 
tion activities; for Book Store pro- 
fits amounting to $5,550.73 (cre- 
dited to the McGill Daily) ; for an 
anonymous donation of $1,000 to 
the McGill Daily; and two anonym- 
ous donations amounting to a total 



of $10,000 for repairs and altera- 
tions in the McGill Union. 

The increased profit was also 
caused by -certain of the Students' 
Society's organizations bringing in 
a revenue greater than their bud- 
getted income and others loosing 
less than their budgetted deficit. 

Among those gaining in revenue 
were the Students' Society Admi- 
nistrative and General Budget, 
($2,G21.58); and the Revue 
($485.02). Those losing less than 
expected include The Daily, which 
lost $3,G37.G1 less due to increased 
advertising; the Union, $1,200.16);

THE IUS - A POLICY STATEMENT 



Lost spring The Daily was invited to be part 
of an advisory board for the International Union 
of Students' publication : World Student News. 
We did not accept. 

This magazine consists largely, though not 
entirely, of propaganda articles for the Commu- 
nists. Other material published by the IUS shows 
an even more pronounced Communist bias. We 
are, therefore, reluctant to accept any responsi- 
bility whatsoever for these publications, and such 
responsibility would be unavoidable were The 
Daily to be listed on their masthead as member 
of an advisory board. 

We would, in fact, have no responsibility and 
no control over what wos printed, but our asso- 
ciation would, to many people, imply agreement 
with the editorial policy of World Student News. 

The editorial policy of this magazine is pro- 
Communist — this is obvious to anyone who reads 
it. It is not a policy with which we want to asso- 
ciate ourselves in any way, and we can see little 
advantage in taking this offer. 

The question of an exchange of material with 
the IUS is perhaps a slightly different one, but 
we think that the same principles apply. Clyde 



Batten of The Varsity, who has accepted an 
exchange plan, admits that we cannot be sure of 
fair treatment. We cannot tell what they will do 
with material sent them, and any alterations are 
unlikely to be to our advantage. 

Were we sure of fair treatment, there would 
be much to be said for having articles about 
Canada written by students more representative 
of Canadian student opinion than Canadian Com- 
munists. The danger of distortion is great enough, 
though, that we would not care to have our name 
or that of McGill connected with such contribu- 
tions or with ony part of that magazine. 

The IUS is dominated by Communists, and its 
personnel are picked for their job. Their job 
seems to be propaganda, and they do it very well 
indeed. In any association with them, we will be 
the amateurs, dealing with highly skilled profes- 
sionals. 

Maybe we're being unduly pessimistic. Maybe 
the exchange between The Varsity and World 
Student News will work out satisfactorily. Even 
so, we doubt if World Student News will ever be 
anything other than an organ of Communist pro- 
paganda. We'd just as soon steer clear of it.

SILENCE IS GOLDEN 



At its first regular meeting of the year, the 
Students' Executive Council passed a motion en- 
dorsing the maintenance of silence by students in 
the McGill libraries, and the enforcement of 
regulations to this end. 

All during the past session, students trying 
to study in the libraries complained of intermi- 
nable whispered conversations which could just as 
easily have taken place in the Union, common 
rooms or other places meant for the latest gossip 
and political views. 

A library is a place of study and concentra- 
tion, so surely it is not unreasonable to ask that 
those who wish to talk do it elsewhere. Some con- 
sideration for fellow students is to be expected in 
men and women old enough to attend university. 

In passing this motion, the SEC endorsed the 
enforcement of regulations necessary to maintain 
silence. We do not know what regulations the 
SEC had in mind. Certainly none were enforce< 



last year. But we hope that the library staff will 
establish some satisfactory rules which can be 
effectively put into force. 

We have heard a number of suggestions to 
this end. A student found talking might be order- 
ed to turn in his library card for a period of time. 
This does not seem practical, however, for while 
he could not take out any reserve books, he would 
not be prevented from returning to the read- 
ing room to create more disturbance. 

The punishment most likely to be effective, it 
seems to us, is the imposition of fines for talking. 
A fine could be imposed on the spot, and would 
hit the student in a place in which he would re- 
member it. 

The use of fines and the removal of cards may 
help the situation in the libraries. But the only 
effective solution is for each student to realize 
the need for silence and to act accordingly.

It is apparent that there has been a change in the attitude of I 
I.U.S. However, this change has been so recent and so short a dura- 
tion that it is impossible at the present time to make it a basis for 
positive action. 

If, in the future, continuing evidence is given that this change 
is a lasting one, then it may be possible for the National Federation 
of Canadian University Students, to affiliate itself in some "qualified 
relationship" with the I.U.S.

Footnote To Formosa 

Admiral King, comander of an aircraft carrier division of the 
U.S. Seventh Fleet, has added a footnote to the discussion of the 
fleet's role in the Formosa straits.

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From The Horse's Mouth

For the past five years, the cry throughout the sporting world 
has <been that of "break up the Yankees." The New Yorkers, under the 
leadership of Casey Stengel had won an unprecedented and unparalleled 
5 straight world series championships. Finally in the year 1954 A.D. the 
Cleveland Indians have ended this supremacy and have demonstrated 
that the cry in future, may well be "break up the Indians". 

Who are these Indians, that after years of playing bridesmaids to 
these self same Yankees have finally ibroken through the New York 
dynasty? How did they do it? 



Ask the average fan the reasons for this Cleveland upsurge, 
and he will quickly reply the pitching of Lemon, Garcia, and Wynn, 
and the hitting of Avila, Rosen, and Doby. These are six convincing 
reasons, but there is more to the story. 

Some experts have placed the value of pitching as from 35-65% of 
a clubs success. With the Indians, it is close to the maximum as their 
low runs for and against indicate. 

With this in mind let us take another look at the Indian's "big 
three". For six of the last seven sensons, Bob Lemon has been a 20 
game winner. Also, for the last three years, Mike Garcia and Early 
Wynn have consistantly flirted with this mark — yet no pennnnt. 

. Something has been added to supplement the "big three" this 
year, something that is responsible for the championship flag hang- 
ing over Municipal Stadium. Last year, the Indians wound up the 
year with a record or 92-62, this year 111-13, an increase of 19 
games. This maein has been due to the pitching of three supposed 
washed-up veterans : Bob Feller, Hal Ncwhouser, and Art Houtte- 
man. These three have staged brilliant comebacks this year. 

Feller, the Ohio farmboy, who entered the league in '38 with a 
blazing fastball has found that he enn no longer blaze his not so fast- 
ball past the hitters. Thus he has built up an assortment of sliders, 
change-ups, plus great control which have won him 13 games while 
dropping three. 

Newhouser's story strongly parallels that of Feller. Winner of 
fifty six games in two seasons, he was considered strictly a "war-time 
pitcher", even through he won 19 games in "47. Nevertheless, it was a 
sore-arm Ncwhouser who asked his old Detroit teammate, present 
Indian general manager, Hank Greenbcrg, for a tryout this spring. He 
made good and has pitched good relief ball all year ending with a 7-2 
record, along with a sterling 2.35 E.R.A. 

Art Houtteman rounds out the trio. "Hard luck Art," experts 
agreed, had all the stuff to make himself a 20 game winner. A 
noted sinker, a sharp curve, and a baffling delivery had won 
Houtteman seven of eight decisions in two months of his rookie 
Beason. However, a scries of misfortunes befell Houtteman, and he 
suffered a fractured skull, and a young child of his was killed in a 
traffic accident. This year Houtteman has. made a great comeback 
and posted a fine 15-7 mark. 

•These threes along with rookies Ray Narieski and Don Nossi, give 
the Indians good "second line" hurling, and are good reasons why the 
Indians have been installed as prc-series favourites.

Damage Done 
Marching on University, Tri- 
nity and Victoria Colleges, the 
freshmen stole and broke furni- 
ture, damaged a drinking foun- 
tain causing temporary flooding, 
molested freshettes, almost suc- 
ceeded in stripping one fresh- 
man, and held up traffic, delaying 
a sightseeing bus for ten minutes 
by placing cars in front and in ^ 
back of it. 

The affair was taken very se- 
riously by President at the Uni- 
versity Smith, who stated that 
"this type of vandalism will be 
exterminated forthwith." Students 
involved may be forced to pay 
fines or they may be expelled.
